GHASTLY TALE OF CANNIBALISM 


LOXDOX, April 8, 2:00 A. si —The 


Singapore correspondent of the Daily 
Express wires a ghastly story of canni- 
balism at sea, brought to Singapore by 
the two survivors of the crew of the 
Nova Scotian bark Angela, which was 
wrecked six days out from Manila, on 
October 23d last. The survivors. John- 
son and Martitoring, a Spaniard, say 
the bark struck a reef. Two rafts were 
made, the smaller, of which, with five 
men, sank. The other, with twelre on 
it, drifted forty days. The seamen ate 
barnacles, seaweed and finally their 
boot?. 
OQ the twenty-fifth day, two 


men went insane and killed themselves, 
on the twenty sixth, a Frenchman killed 
the mate with an ax, drank his blood 
and tried to eat his brains, bnt was pre- 
vented by the other*. On the next day, 
the Frenchman -was killed while try- 
ing to murder the captain. The sur- 
vivors, all of whom had now become 
insane, ate the Frenchman's body. 
Cannibalism continued until only John- 
son and Hartitoriona remained. On 
the forty-second day, the raft grounded 
on Sabe, or Flat island, in the Natuana 
group, northwest of Borneo.

and his companion were fearfully ema- 
ciated. Friendly Malays eent them to 
Singapore by junks.

London, April «.—A dispatch from 


Yokohama says: 


"The Japanese government is main- 


taining great secrecy regarding its pol- 
icy, but it is said on good authority 
(bat the cabinet at a meeting held Fri- 
day resolved to communicate with ttns- 


a in firm tones respecting Manchuria. 
"There is extraordinary activity in 


naval and military circles." 


The Yokohama correspondent of Tbe 


Daily Mail of London says: 


"Russia's reply concerning Manchu- 


ria being unsatisfactory, the Japanese 
government has decided, after a con- 
ference with the heads of the army and 
uavy and of the departments of finance 
and foreign affairs, to address a sec- 
ond and 
more peremptory remon- 


strance, demanding a reply within a 
stated period. 


"This remonstrance, communicated 


through the Japanese minister in St. 
Petersburg, amounts almost to ffn ulti- 
matum." 


The correspondent at Peking of The 


Daily Express says: 


"Japan is taking measures with a 


view to hostilities with Russia. She 
has entered into an arrangement with 
Lin-Kuu-Yi, viceroy of Xankin, who is 
acting in behalf of the other friendly 
viceroys and governors regarding the 
course they will pursue in the way of 
aiding Japan against Russia. It is un- 
derstood that they liave promised to 
place the telegraphic communications 
and transport facilities at the service 
of Japan.''" 


Britluli I'reuM Suaplciotm. 


Russia's attitude toward MauehurL-i 
s outlined by The Official Messenger 
if St. Petersburg is interpreted almost 
unanimously by the British press as 
:-apable of being condensed into a sin- 
gle -sentence, "I am here; I remain 
here," and there is no disposition to 
believe the matter is thus ended. 


The Standard, which throughout ba^ 


taken a moderate stand, declares that 
if Russia goes back on her promise 
now given as to the integrity of China 
and proceeds to assume in Manchuria 
m act the authority denied her byforrn- 
il stipulation she will have to con- 
front not only the protest, but the 
armed might, of the energetic nation 
which, under the rule of the mikado, 
is conscious of its strength to aid the 
greatness of its destinies. Japan, the 
paper adds, will have the sympathy 
and support of nearly all the powers 
interested in the far east. 


The Daily Chronicle makes similar 


comments interpreting Russia's policy, 
and says that of the powers which 
really count Japan is the only one 
vvliich is at all likely to back her pro- 
test with force. 


The Daily Xews maintains that Rus- 


sia's policy is as clear as daylight and 
simply means no shred of iudepend- 
auce for Manchuria, The paper con- 
tinues: 


"Russia 1ms a firm friend and ally 


in the United States. The American 
50\ eminent lost no time in publishing 
tin, plausible 
pacific assurance re- 


ceived by Secretary Hay iroin Count 
Uiissini. the Russian ernbassador at 
Washington. But the United States 
lias long been anxious to get out of the 
Chinese imbroglio altogether." 
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Cbiiiu Grants Demnnds. 


Berlin, April G.—A dispatch to th« 


Cologne Gazette from Peking, dated 
Thursday, April 4, says the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries have agreed on tho 
punishments of the guilty provincial 
officials to be demanded by the foreign 
ministers on account of the murder of 
24- persons — missionaries and their 
wives and children.
